About one per cent turnout 
of CSUS’s 19,000 eligible 
voters elected four senators 
and two members to the 
University Union Policy 
Board in last week’s special 
elections.

Extensive damage

Cleanup crews were still 
working feverishly yesterday 
morning after all the floors in 
the five-tower section of the 
Psychology building were 
flooded Sunday morning caus- 
ing thousands of dollars 
damage. 

The damage was caused by 
someone who pulled out all 
five fire hoses and turned 
them on. 

John Cox, associate vice 
president for administration, 
said the fire hose cabinets 
have been dusted for finger- 
prints. ‘‘I'm doubtful that will 
produce any clues," he said. 

Total damage to the build- 
ing won't be known for several 
days. Cox said he estimates 
the damage now between 
$10,000 and $100,000. 

Yesterday, a special crew 
was busy pumping one 
elevator shaft that had over 
six feet of water in it. Specially 
assigned security police wat- 
ched' the building to ensure 
against accidents. 


Referendum 


“Don’t vote unless you 
know what-the-hell you're vot- 
ing for’ is the advice As- 
sociated Students President 
Terry Frost gives students 
concerning today and tomor- 
row’s referendum voting. 

The referendum, con- 
ducted at all 19 California 
State University campuses 
this week, will be used by the 
Trustees to determine the 
amount of activity fees 
students wish to pay. 
However, the final decision 
will be made by the Trustees. 

The ballot gives students an 
opportunity to vote to retain 
the $20 per year activity fee or 
reduce that fee by 10% in- 
crements to as much as 50%. 
But the issue is much more 
complex. 

If students vote to reduce 
the activity fee, they may save 
some dollars but the campus 
stands the chance of losing 
some worthwhile programs. 
And other programs would be 
cut back severely, like the 
Educational Opportunity 
Program which faces a $35,000 
loss if fees are reduced. That is 
the dollars and cents figures, 
but a cutback would affect ap- 
proximately students 
now receiving aid from E.0.P. 

Some students might say 
‘So what, I don’t use E.0.P. 
funds. How does this referen- 
dum affect me?’’ E.0.P. is not 
the only program in danger 
losing funds. Programs and 
activities like legal as- 
sistance, which offers free 
legal counseling to all 


Acoustical ceiling tile and 
carpets received the most ex- 
tensive damage. Several 
rooms had most or all of the 
tile removed and carpets were 
still soaked in some offices. 

Cox said the acoustical tile 
will be very difficult to replace 
since it was specially made. 
“It won't be available in the 
quantities we need it in for 
months,’’ he said. 

Fred Lytgoe, supervisor of 
the cleanup crew, said the first 
floor received most of the 
damage. ‘‘It was just a mess, 
he said 

Classes were in session 
yesterday and there is no 
immediate danger to 
students, according to Ed 
Amaker, health and safety of- 
ficer. He checked the building 
yesterday before students 
were allowed to enter. 

Greg Thatch, executive as- 
sistant to President James 
Bond, said the university will 
have to assume the cost for 
any repairs. ‘If the funds 
aren't available here,” he 
said. ‘then we'll go to the 
system's budget.’ 


Vandals flood building 


Cox said no suspects have 
been apprehended yet. ‘‘Most 
of the vandalism on weekends 
is done by young teenagers 
who ride through campus on 
bicycles,”’ he said. 


$100 Reward 


Associated Students 
President Terry Frost an- 
nounced yesterday afternoon 
he is offering a$100 reward for 
any information leading to the 
arrest and conviction of those 
responsibie for the flooding of 
the Psychology Building. 

**‘We have to stop this right 
now,” Frost said. ‘‘We want to 
let people know the student 
body will not put up with this 
and to see that it never 
happens again.”’

Twenty-year-old Joanne 
Little may be put to death 
because she defended herself 
against the jail guard who 
tried to rape her, according to 
Julian Bond, President of the 
Southern Poverty Law Center 


Bond, the ex-Georgia 
legislator who visted CSUS 
this fall and is running for 
president, circulated a letter 
to get funding for her defense 
most of which is quoted below 


Little is charged with first 
degree murder in North 
Carolina. North Carolina has 
already sent 69 people to death 
row — the highest total in the 
nation 

Early in the morning on 
August 27, 1974, Joanne was 
sleeping in a cell at the 
Beaufort County, North 
Carolina, jail. She had been 
there three months awaiting 
action on her appeal of a 
breaking and entering con- 
viction 

Little, who is black, was the 
only person in the cell block, 
and she was guarded solely by 
white male jailers. Clarence 
Alligood, a 62-year-cld farmer 
and former truck driver, was 
in charge that night 

Women who have stayed in 
that jail have said Alligood 
and others made advances to 
them. Witnesses will aiso tes- 
tify he kept an ice pick in his 
desk drawer. 


With his ice pick in hand, 
Alligood approached § and 
entered Little's cell, where he 
began his sexual attack. Little 
is a quiet, even a shy person, 
but centuries of repression 
and abuse against black 
women must have welled up 
inside her that night. Although 
she stands only 5'3”’ tall, she 
fought her off with all her 
strength. 


During the struggle, Little 
stabbed Alligood numerous 
times with his ice pick. In a 
blur of fear and confusion, she 
then fled from the jail.

Her flight from Alligood’s 
wrath turned into what she 
feared was a run for her life 
when she learned that 
Alligood, found nude from the 
waist down, had died in her 
cell. 

Fortunately, a stranger 
agreed to hide her in his tiny, 
two-room shack. Several 
times the police searched the 
shack with their shotguns 
ready. They never found Lit- 
tle. who hid beneath an old- 
fashioned feather mattress 
One policeman nearly suf- 
focated her when he sat on the 
bed for half an hour and ques- 
tioned the stranger about Lit- 
tle’'s whereabouts 


Little was afraid the police 
would kill her. and after this 
harrowing series of narrow es- 
capes she decided to give 
herself up. Through a friend, 
she contacted Durham at- 
torney Jerry Paul, whose 
elaborate precautions helped 
ensure her safe surrender a 
week later to the State Bureau 
of Investigation 


She turned herself in just in 
time 

Efforts were underway to 
have her legally declared an 
outlaw. North Carolina is the 
only state in the Union which 
still has such a procedure. It 
amounts to an instant 
sentence of death without 
benefit of trial because anyone 
may shoot an outlaw on 


sight.; 
CAN LITTLE GET A 


FAIR TRIAL? 


The facts bear out Little's 
story, yet she has incredibly 
been indicted for first degree 
murder. Several things have 
already worked against her 
and may continue to do so. 

Local North Carolina 
newspapers at first failed to 
inform their readers that the 
jailer was found naked from 
the waist down and that there 
was clear evidence of sexual

activity. Editorials appeared 
hortoring the jailer for dying in 
the line of duty, thus further 
prejudicing their readers 
against Little. 

The state medical ex- 
aminer was prepared to sup- 
port Little’s story from his 
observation of the evidence, 
but he was not allowed to tes- 
tify before the grand jury 
which indicted her. 


Little is to be tried in 
Beaufort County. The jury will 
be selected from people living 
in neighboring counties — a 
law which is being challenged 
as unconstitutional. Pitifully 
few black people of either sex 
are called to serve on juries in 
these counties. This could 
badly hurt Little, who lives in 
a region where many white 
people hold the worst sort of 
prejudices against black 
women. j 

Little is indigent and funds 
have been requested to hire a 
criminologist to investigate 
her case. but the state refuses 
to provide her with the money 
The testimony of such an ex- 
pert is crucial to the outcome 
of her trial 


Vital evidence, such as the 
jailer’s clothing, has been 
scattered among various law 
enforcement agencies, mak- 
ing it extremely difficult for 
defense attorneys to have this 
material examined. Requests 
that the evidence be kept 
safely in one place have been 
denied. 

In many jails, male guards 
and even male trustees have 
exclusive contro! over the 
women held as_ prisoners.

Sample Ballot 
Advisory Referendum on Student Body Fee 


Two million six hundred thousand dollars have been ap- 
propriated by the Legislature to assist in the support of 
instructionally related activities on the nineteen California 
State University and Colleges campuses. These are activities 
and laboratory experiences which are. in the judgment of the 
campus president, with the approval of the Board of 
Trustees, integrally related to formal instruction. 

At California State University, Sacramento. instruc- 
tionally related activities presently include: Art Gallery, 
Barrio Art, Chicanito Science Project, Forensics, KERS. 
Marching Band, Men's Athletics. Music Productions, 
Songleaders and Cheerleaders, Student Art Gallery Theater 
Arts, Women’s Athietics, and Women’s Studies. These ac- 
tivities heretofore have been partially funded by student 
body fees. Additionai activities associated with other instruc- 
tional areas may be added in the future 

At CSUS this year approximately $5.60 (or 27%) of each 
student's annual $20 Student Activity Fee was used sup- 
porting these instructionally related activities. The remain- 
ing $14.40 (or 73%) has been used to fund activities and 
programs such as: Intramurals, Veteran's Loan Fund. 
Lega! Assistance, E.0.P., the Hornet Newspaper, the Bike 
Shop, Alternative Education Accredited Program and Ex- 
perimental College, the Too! Co-Op, College Parolee 
Program, Child Care and others. 

This referendum is being held at the request of the state 
legislature to advise the Board of Trustees as to whether the 
students wish to have their student activity fee maintained or 
reduced in light of the new state funding for some programs 
that have traditionally been funded out of the student activity 
fees. The state allocation that has been made for this year is 
for only those areas designated as instructionally related ac- 
tivities. Continued state funding though not guaranteed is 
probably for the instructionally related activities but only 
student fees are left to fund the remaining programs
